TO INSPECT HOAD 


Commission te Ascertain More 
About Georgia's Condition, 


Decision Is Reached as Result of 
Much Conflict in the Evidence, 
Expense of Expert’s Exame 
ination and Report Will 
Be Paid by the Road. 


After discussing practically the entire 
day the evidence introduceg in relation 
to Bowdre Phinizy’s charges that the 
property of the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company is in a rundown and 
unsafe condition, the railroad commis- 
sion decided yesterday afternoon to ap- 
point an expert to make minute examina- 
tion of that road and its rolling stock, 
and report his findings to the commis- 
sion. 

The commission has also selected the 
expert whom it will request to make this 
inspection, but pending his reply to the 
letter tendering the appointment, the 
commission, for certain reasons, consid- 
ers it inadvisable to make public his 
name. Suffice it is to say tha, he is a 
non-resident of Georgia, is a capable, 
practical railroad engineer, and has had 
wide experience in this very line of work 
which he will be called upon to do.
